of the tariff graft; not much, but still 
a little. Under this tariff, those who 
supply the factories I am interested 
in with their materials, have consoli- 
dated or formed trusts and have rais- 
ed the prices 25 to 50 per cent. All 
those years I have, as before, made 
my sales on a percentage of costs, 
and when the tariff pets raised their 
prices, as they did, $50,000 to me, I 
made the charge against the jobber 
$60,000, and I know beyond question 
that he also figured on a percentage 


i basis 'and charged more than $70,000

There is a scarcity of timber.

once lived where it was a joy to cut 
down the trees that we might see the 
sky. 
Now we have to plant trees. 


Nothing but the greed of a few makes 
us cut American trees only, when we 
might save some by admitting foreign 
timber. Lumber prices must advance 
from scarcity; It is not necessary that 
Congress help people to accelerate 
the advance by tariff. Almost every- 
one is ashamed that Congress does.

If willingly so, I 


would lack self-respect. 
Whatever 
manliness I have rehels that I am a 
catspaw by command of Congress 
which, misinformed and -under pres- 


- sure, puts me in this position. I will 
not stay in it longer than I have to. 
I say that I" am a catspaw by com- 
mand of*Congress, oy command'of 
the men^whom you and I sent there 
to deal justly for us and for all oth- 
ers. Let me-illustrate. I make agri- 


, cultural implements • in one factory, 
farm wagons in another and car- 
rlages In another. I speak for sub- 
* stantlally everyone in the United 
States who makes these things, being 
intimately acquainted with .most of 
^the leading-makers.' We had an old- 
fashioned idea about staying at home 
-'and "minding our own business." We 
^are not wise. 
We should 
have 
known, as we now do, that to those 
who persist there is more money to 
be made out of Washington than out 
of any sort of private enterprise, and 
that the manufacturer who would 
prosper must make a double profit— 
one by the shrewd, management of his 
businessTand another by still shrewd- 
er manipulation in Washington. 


Congress, in the Snaking of the 
tariff, was thoughtful of all manufac- 
turfers, even the "babes" who were 
absent, and so threw my people a 
"sop," in other words, put us into an 
omnibus class without any particular 
name and with a tariff of 45 per 
cent. We have no use for it. Not 
one in ten of our people know what 
the tariff rate is. If they see this, it 
will be their first information. We 
probably do need 15 to 20 per cent.; 
possibly more. 
We have, however, 
no great difficulty in shipping abroad, 
where we get as high prices as at 
home and meet the competition of 
the world. We are so held up, how- 
ever, by our supply people that to 
most of us there is very scant profit 
in foreign business. We are holding 
on, as it were, by our teeth, as illus- 
trated by the remark of the next lar- 
gest plow exporter in the United 
States last week, to the effect that "I 
would be ashamed to tell you how 
much business we did abroad 
how little the profit was." 
When Congress gave us 45 


and 


per 
cent., we needing only 20 per cent., 
they gave us a Congressional permit, 
if not an invitation, to consolidate, 
form one great trust, and advance 
our prices 25 per cent., being the dif- 
ference between the 20 per cent, 
.needed and the 45 per cent, given. 
This difference would make a net an- 
nual profit to my company only, of 
from $oOO,000 to $600,000, 'and to 
the industry at large, a net increase 
in profit of $50,000,000 to $75,000.- 
000.

the duty on hides when- It is revised 


So much^cr the money side. I am 
making g-very petty sum from the in- 
iquities of the tariff. I know that the 
people as a whole are losing a tota: 
of not less than, $500,000,000 per 
year. 
- Morally -I am 
deeply 
affected 
When I say morally, I mean to speak 
as a business man only. Every busi- 
ness man knows that honesty and fair 
dealing are the best commercial as- 
sets. There is almost no one, in busi- 
ness, who would not be as frightened 
to find that he had 
befooled ',OT 
wronged a customer as to hear that 
one of his buildings is on fire. He 
knows that he is not smart enough, if 
he were so inclined to deal unjustly, 
to trifle with his trade and hold It 
with profit. He could not fool enough 
people at a time to make it pay, even 
if he wanted to, as no one does. 
I see most of the country, Congress 
especially, befooled by the present 
schedules and I know what the conse- 
quences must be. I saw life insur- 
ance presidents and other great men 
lose their reputations in an hour. I 
know that otner reputations have to 
be saved by a quiet correction of the 
situation or lost as quickly, and I 
know that I am likely to suffer with 
otkers from a commercial situation 
based 
upon 
fictitious 
prices and 


wrong statements. 
The excessive 


prices made within our tariff wall, 
lifting so many necessities to within 
a few inches of the top of the wall, 
when at any time they can be sold at 
20 to 25 per cent, less and still give 
a good profit, leaves such as myself 
subject to the whims of the men who 
now make three profits by act of 
Congress, when they well can and 
some day will get on with one profit, 
leaving such as myself the chief suf- 
ferers in the change. 


A situation which by a mere Con- 


gressional fiat wrongs 80,000,000 In 
favoring 50,000, distorts and hurts, 
whatever may be the outward ap- 
pearance. When manufacturers can- 
not develop normally, they must de- 
velop abnormally. Revise the tariff, 
give fair play to each industry, look 
to foreign markets, absolutely pro- 
tect American labor and protect 
every manufacturer so amply that we 
know he has not merely what he de- 
serves but something above what he 
deserves; give us trading margins in 
the new tariff by way of maximum 
and minimum schedules with result- 
ing treaties of reciprocity, and I can 
see clearly our manufacturers going 
out, as Alexander did, to conquer the 
world, and an era of common sense 
and honest development, which will 
bring contentment and benefit in- 
estimable to all our people. 


The honest and sensible tariff I 
stand for can only be secured by 
much labor on the part of men, high- 
minded, wholly competent and ex- 
pert. A Tariff Commission must be 
appointed this winter, and go to work 
at once. While the German commis- 
sion took five years, we may hofre 
that this commission will make a re- 
port to Congress after the Presiden- 
tial election, that will give us, if not 
a perfect working tariff, an approach 
to one in 1909. 
I have said nothing before as to 


how the tariff affects me because as 
chairman of a committee serving a 
great association It seemed to me im- 
material how the tariff affects any 
one person, especially the chairman 
of a committee. 
A few have chal- 
lenged me as insincere and self-seek- 
ing. 
In "doing this, they challenge 


the common sense and Integrity of 
the gentlemen who manage and con-

THROUGH AUTO ROUTE 


From Philadelphia, to Pittsburg on a 


New State Highway. 


The Franklin Repository says it 
has information on very good au- 
thority, that should the next Legisla- 
ture pass a law creating a highway 
across the state, that the turnpike 
passing through this place via Bed- 
ford, will be the route selected, and 
that it will be the purpose to place 
thereon a line of large automobiles 
which will be run for the benefit of 
the public from Pittsburg to Phila- 
delphia. This will take the place of 
a trolley line on that route, as no 
trolleys can be run on state public 
roads, unless the trolleys were there 
prior to the turnpike being condemn- 
ed for a state highway.—Fulton 
County News.

Why England was chosen as 


the place of the assassination of the 
German Emperor is a mystery; of 
course the world has long known that 
Albion's Isle has afforded safe shelter 
for all sorts of questionable charac- 
ters and that an act that would rank 
as high streason on the criminal cal- 
endars of Germany or France would 
scarcely 
receive 
the 
punishment 


awarded to "petty larceny" in Eng- 
land; yet, with a full knowledge of 
the immunity thus afforded criminals 
from 
the 
consequences 
of 
their 
crimes, King Edward walks about his 
capital unarmed and unprotected,— 
and otten stops to look into the shop 
windows and admire the beautiful 
presents that generous friends and 
lovers have provided each other to 
make memorable happy anniversar- 
ies. 


Twenty miles of troops, armed for 
instant action line the King's High- 
way between the Peddington depot 
and Windsor castle. 
A closed car- 
riage, lined with steel would have 
been provided, but the Kaiser said, 
"No." 
The custom of ages had made 
all such receptions free and open, 
whether it was a Lord Mayor's show 
or a royal parade upon the corona- 
tion of a king. 
The people demand 
as a. right a sight at their new ruler 
or the guest of the-nation, and the 
right has never been denied them. 
The warlike representative of the 
Hohenzollerns for fifty generations, 
could not afford to show a craven 
front before the people of a nation 
whom he might some time be called 
upon to meet upon a blood-stained 
field to battle for a crown. Custom 
demanded also that his head should 
remain uncovered while returning the 
acknowledgments of the multitude. 
He got back to Germany without a 
scar and retired to the quiet shades 
of""Potsdam—thereby saving Europe 
from one of the bloodiest wars his- 
tory has yet recorded. 


A death occurred here last week 
that should call forth a cry of horror 
throughout the «s land. 
A woman 


nearly 80 years old died of starva- 
tion. She was eccentric in her ways 
and occupied a splendid brown-stone 
house all alone; she never sought 
the acquaintance of her neighbors 
and no person was allowed to cross 
her doorsill on any pretext. Wallow- 
ing in riches which she could not 
spend, broken down with disease and 
hunger, she died alone, clothed in 
rags, on the floor of her own kitchen, 
the" opinion of the coroner's physician 
being that she had been lying there 
for a week. What a life and what a 
death! 
The house was fairly cram- 


med with riches; rare and costly 
furniture filled the rooms, magnifi- 
cent articles of bric-a-brac were scat- 
tered about in lavish profusion, many 
of them lying on the floor where they 
had fallen years before. The costly 
furniture was covered with mildew 
and dust and the rare upholstery 
which could only be duplicated in the 
palaces of kings or multi-millionaires 
was destroyed beyond all hope of 
resurrection, by moth, and what they 
left unharmed was completely ruined 
by rats and mice. 


Mrs. 
Barry was the wife of a 


Scotchman who followed banking and 
:he promoting of great enterprises as 
a profession, and who accumulated 
an immense fortune, all of which he 
eft to his widow. 
After her hus- 


band's death she refused all invita- 
tions to mingle in the society of her 
neighbors and became one of the 
meanest and most pronounced of 
misers, denying herself the common- 
est necessities of life. 
With hardly 


any clothing, she would drag herself 
out through the frost and snow of a 
bitter winter day to get a cent's 
worth of milk for her coffee, which 
she brought home in an old tin can 
God alone knows the tortures she 
must have endured to save a penny, 
and while shjs was starring and 
freezing, under her pillow was a bag 
of golden eagles that would have af- 
forded her every luxury, and bank- 
bills, 
dividend-paying stocks 
and 


bonds, with gold and silver money 
were concealed all over the house,— 
in addition to which she had thous- 
ands in bank, the interest on which 
had not been touched for years. Cost- 
ly paintings by famous old masters 
were piled against the wall, any one 
of which was worth a fortune. 


The money found up to the present 
writing amounts to $200,000 and the 
personal property in sight is worth 
not less than $250,000 more. 
She 


owned some valuable real estate, 
among which was a splendid brown- 
stone front on a fashionable avenue 
for which she drew a rental of $3,- 
500. 
This wonderful story might 


seem incredible if the- facts were not 
in full sight under the noonday sun. 
Now that she is dead there is little 
doubt but plenty of relatives will turn 
up to claim her savings, though no 
one heard of them while she was 
alive. 
What kind of a government 


have we where a wretched old Imbe- 
cile can lie dead on the floor df her 
house for a week and the authorities 
know nothing of It?

In a year's observation and record 


keeping with the dairy cows, their 
feed, etc , Cornell University finds 
the cost of producing milk as fol- 
lows. 


1st 
Wifh a fairly good herd, 


carefully fed and kept, milk can be 
produced for sixty-five cents a cwt., 
and fat for sixteen cents a pound for 
the cost of food consumed. 


2d. 
That individuals of the same 


breed vary more widely in milk and 
butter production than do the breeds 
themselves. 


3d. 
The large animals consumed 


less pounds of dry material per 1,000 
pounds of live weight' a day than did 
the smaller animals. 


4th. 
That in general the best 


yields of fat were obtained from cows 
that gave at least a fairly large flow 
of milk. 


5th. 
In general, the cows con- 


suming the most food produced both 
milk and fat at the lowest rate. 


6th. 
For the production of milk 


and fat there is no food so cheap as 
good pasture grass.

THE NEW UNION STATION AT WASHINGTON. 


All the passenger trains of the Pennsylvania -Railroad 


will enter and depart from the new Union Station at Wash- 
ington on November 17, 1907, and on the same date the 
present station at Sixth and B Streets will be closed to traffic. 


The date is singularly fitting! In 1807-both wings of 


the Capitol were completed, and now a century later a build- 
ing even larger is opened for a great public utility, which did 
not exist at that time. 


The railroad terminal facilities at Washington have 


been inadequate for years, particularly at inauguration per- 
iods and on the assemblage of other large gatherings at .the 
Capital. Their improvement was imperative and so it has 
come about that, by the combined effort of the railroads and 
the United States Government, one of the largest and 
unquestionably the handsomest railroad station in the world 
is now provided not only for the convenience of the citizens 
of the United States, but as a notable architectural addition 
to the great public buildings of the Capital City. It is a mon- 
umental edifice and a worthy type of the future structures, 
which will make Washington the municipal beauty spot of 
the world. 


The station including the Concourse is longer than the 


Capitol and nearly as wide. The waiting room is larger 
than the hall of the House of Representatives. The con- 
course, which is a train lobby, is longer than the interior of 
the Capitol building, if it were one continuous hall, and 
half as wide. It is the largest building ever constructed for 
a like purpose. 


Within this great structure there is every convenience 


the traveler can desire, so grouped about the central hall as 
to serve his purpose to the best advantage. 


The lofty arched entrances face a plaza as large as an 


ordinary city park, which will be laid out as a plaza and 
adorned with shrubbery and fountains. 


The trackage is sufficient for all demands upon it and 


as the entrance to and exit from the trains are separated,

opposite directions will be obviated.

TRANSIT OF MERCURY 


Professor Apple Made Observation 


From P. and M. Observatory. 


Rev. A. T. G. Apple, former pastor 


of St. John's Reformed churcn but 
now occupying the chair of Astrono- 
my at Franklin and Marshall Col- 
lege. Lancaster, was at his post dur- 
ing the recent transit of Mercury 
From the Lancaster Intelligencer of 
November 11 we copy: 


"Prof. A. T. G. Apple, the astrono- 


mer at the college, viewed it from 
the observatory, while a number of 
students saw it from the campus, 
using a four-inch telescope 
Owing 


:o the clouds it was only visible twice, 
the first time shortly after sunrise 
and the second near the end of the 
ransit, about 8-50 o'clock 
During 


the times that it was visible, how- 
ever, Professor Apple succeeded in 
retting some measurements of posi- 
tion 


"At the time of the transit the 


Dlanet was about 65,000,000 miles 
!rom the earth, or about two-thirds 
of the distance between the earth and 
the sun, which is about 92,000,000 
miles away "

The Invention of Spinning. 


The invention of the art of spinning 


was ascribed'by the ancients to Miner- 
va, the goddess of wisdom. The date 
1500 B C is given as that of the be- 
ginning of the art in Greece, under 
the daection of the king of Arcadia 
but pictured inscriptions on Egyptian 
monuments show that the nse of th« 
spindle and distaff wa* known in that 
country much earlier. The first distaff 
was simply a stick, around which the 
fiber to be spun was loosely coiled, 
held in the left hand; the spindle was 
« sort of top set in motion by a twirl 
of tne hand, the fiber passing between 
the finger and tfcumb of the right hand. 
This invention was improved upon in 
the course of time by placing the spin- 
dle in a frame and making It revolve 
by mechanical action of the band or 
foot in connection with a wheel or 
treadle, thus giving the true spinning 
wheel 
The first recorded use of this 


was in the early years of the sixteenth 
century, but It was probably made and 
used long before this. The first spin- 
ning jenny, a machine working eight 
epindles, was invented in 1767.
